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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of a suture 
anchor system, comprising: a suture anchor having a radially expandable body 
including a bore extending longitudinally from a proximal end, and a tapered suture 
engaging tip at a distal end, the suture engaging tip having formed therein a suture 
thread-engaging groove, wherein the taper of the suture engaging tip extends a 
distance at least equal to the length of the suture-thread engaging groove; and a suture 
disposed in the suture thread-engaging groove, or the suture anchor furthering including 
a through-hole extending therethrough in a direction transverse to a longitudinal axis of 
the anchor, or wherein the suture anchor further includes a pair of longitudinally 
extending slits extending from the proximal end thereof, and the expander pin includes 
a pair of fins having a complementary shape to the slits of the anchor and being 
configured to engage the slits and expand the anchor, or a bioabsorbable suture anchor 
having a radially expandable body including a bore extending longitudinally from a 
proximal end, and a tapered suture engaging tip at a distal end, the suture engaging tip 
having formed therein a suture thread-engaging groove, wherein the taper of the suture 
engaging tip extends a distance at least equal to the length of the suture-thread 
engaging groove; and a suture disposed in the suture thread-engaging groove.
